Market Quotas 


Pickaway County 
Records Heaviest 
Ballot Saturday 


Ohio and Pickaw ay County wheat 
farm ers voted a g a i n s t federal 
wheat m arketing quotas, but the 
referendum Saturday passed na­ 
tionally. 
Pickaway County recorded th# 
largest vote in Ohio. Of the 553 
votes cast here, 249 were for th# 
governm ent subsidy plan while 304 
were against, according to a report 
by Wayne L uckhart, chairman of 
the Agriculture Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee. 
State-wide, Ohio voted 
55 
per 
cent against the measure. Across 
the nation, however, the proposal 
carried by a surprising majority of 
77.5 per cent, well over the re­ 
quired 66 2-3 per cent needed. 
A lineup of the Pickaway Coun­ 
ty townships w as announced as fol­ 
lows:

Ohio farmers, as a result, took 
the same stand as they did a year 
ago.

Unofficial figures disclosed by 
the Ohio ASC showed 7,105 votes 
Against and 5,707 for the federal 
marketing quotas. All 88 counties in 
Ohio voted in th# referendum.

WASHINGTON (£)) — By » deci­ 
sive majority, the nation’s wheat 
farmers have voted for tight con­ 
trols on their next year’s crop in 
return for 
a 
govemment-guran- 
teed price averaging $1.81 a bush­ 
el. 
In doing so, the growers caused 
Secretary of 
Agriculture 
Benson 
to lay aside a proposal that they 
seek broader 
markets 
at home 
and abroad by offering the grain 
at considerably lower prices than 
would prevail otherwise. 
Over 328,000 wheat farmers took 
part in an Agriculture Department 
referendum on the question Satur­ 
day. By a 77V* per cent majority, 
they voted to continue next year 
marketing quotas designed to hold 
wheat production at roughly 30 per 
cent below postwar peaks. This 
was well over the two-thirds ap­ 
proval required to put the quotas 
into effect on the 1956 crop. About 
1,000,000 wheat farmers were eli­ 
gible to vote in the referendum. 
The controls are designed to pre­ 
vent the accumulation of still more 
surplus stocks of wheat.

THE HEAVY support 
g i v e n 
quotas came as a surprise to many 
farm leaders because advance re­ 
ports from various producing ar­ 
eas had indicated a closer vote.

The task force, 
set up in November 1953, handed 
an 1,800-page report to the com­ 
mission on March 31, 1955. 
Now the commission, free to ac- 
^ cept or reject the task force find­ 
ings, will make a recommendation 
to the President and Congress on 
water resources and public power. 
The task force and commission 
recommendations are due out in 
about a week. 
But in a speech at St. Louis 
June 15 Moreell, who is chairman 
of the board of Jones & Laughlin 
Steel Corp., indicated: 
• 
I. His group recommended to 
the commission that the federal 
government sell its power plants 
—and get out of the business of 
selling electric power—to private 
utilities or, if that can’t be done, 
states or local communities. 
2. The Hoover Commission itself 
will not, in its recommendations 
to the President and Congress, go 
along with everything the task 
force proposed. But Moreell did 
~ not hint what exactly the commis- 
* aion will say. 
He did, however, say its rec­ 
ommendations will be a compro­ 
mise between political and eco­ 
nomic considerations. This seemed 
an oblique 
suggestion 
his task 
force was motivated strictly by 
economics. 
3. He will “do all in my pow-er 
to mobilize public support’’ for 
those parts of the commission’s 
recommndations 
with which 
he 
* agrees. 
This promise points to perhaps 
an even more intensive fight, last­ 
ing for years inside and outside 
Congress, on the old dispute over 
public versus private power or, to 
put it briefly: Should the govern­ 
ment sell electric power in com­ 
petition with private enterprise? 
Moreell did not say outright in 
his St. Louis speech what his task 
force’s recommendations would be.

2. It is unfair to say federal 
power plants are a yardstick for 
the electric rates private utilities 
should charge since the govern­ 
ment plants pay no taxes and 
have been financed at lower in­ 
terest rates. 
Pulling together some pieces in 
Moreell’s speech, this seems to be 
his philosophy: the nation’s tax­ 
payers in general shouldn’t have 
to bear the costs for the benefits 
received by local consumers in 
some particular area of the coun­ 
try. 
Besides, he said, the govern­ 
ment has used water resources 
and power development for social 
and political instead of strictly 
economic ends. The government, 
he said, does not owe a responsi­ 
bility to supply any community, 
section or region with its power 
requirements.

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FRO M RAGS TO RICHES 
FOR MANY YEARS the Navajo Indians 
were held up as the most poverty-stricken 
people in the nation. The 75,000 members 
of the country’s largest tribe were on the 
verge of destitution. The tribal council’s 
budget was down to a mere $25,000. 
Over-grazing and drought had turned the 
reservation into a desert. Many of the tribe 
faced actual starvation. 
New the picture has changed. Cash from 
minerals has brought about the transfor­ 
mation. This year the council has a budget 
of $2 million. It has several million invest­ 
ed in the lumber business, is building a 
chain of motels, and has various other en­ 
terprises under way. Automobiles have be­ 
come more common, and the per capita in­ 
come has increased 250 per cent. 
Oil leases have brought the tribe $4 mil­ 
lion. The reservation is in the center of one 
of the richest uranium mining areas in th* 
United States. Royalties from that mineral 
have grown to $50,000 a month. 
The magic of minerals again is b e i n g 
demonstrated, as the once lowly Navajos 
progress from rags to riches. 


DIVIDE AND CONFER 
THERE IS widespread skepticism that 
Russia, having been invited to participate 
in a four-power conference, will now take 
time in agreeing to preliminary arrange­ 
ments in the hope of starting a scrap 
among the three other conferees. 
This is an old Soviet tactic. It was used 
with a degree of success in arrangements 
for the Korean political conference, which 
never eventuated, and at Geneva w h e n 
Chou En-lai walked off with half of Indo­ 
china. 
As soon as Moscow agreed to the project­ 
ed conference it suggested that the ses­ 
sions be held in Vienna. The obvious propa­ 
ganda intent was to connect the S o v i e t- 
Austrian peace treaty with the confab. The 
U. S. was obdurate in o p p o s i n g this 
scheme, although London would have gone 
along with it. 
Splitting the Allies remains the No. I 
Moscow aim. The reds have added a corol­ 
lary to the axiom of divide and conquer. 
They seek also to divide by conference. 


CHANGING SPOTS 
NATURE — believe it or not — is report­ 
ed to be changing the spots of the peppered 
moth (Biston betuleria) to better it chances 
of survival in this sooty age. The story, as 
revealed, is this: 
The moth which lives in tree trunks de­ 
veloped speckles as camouflage. Then man 
invented the steam e n g i n e and smog. 
Around big cities tree trunks became 
steadily blacker from coal smoke until the 
moth stood out like a snow bunting in a sud­ 
den thaw. As easy prey for bids, Biston 
betuleria might have died out had the spe­ 
cies not now and then produced a black 
sheep. 
Yep, the black varieties then began to 
flourish and multiply in places like Pitts­ 
burgh—of all places—where their peppery 
cousins couldn’t make the grade. 
Not only is this a tale of natural selec­ 
tion to rejoice the evolutionist’s heart, it 
might encourage the race generally. If a 
moth can change its spots in a mere hun­ 
dred years, isn’t there still hope for human 
nature? 


George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


In the case of Rice v. Sioux City Memor­ 
ial Park Cemetery, Inc., et a1., the ques­ 
tion again arose as to the relationship of 
the United Nations Charter to American 
Federal and State laws. J u s t i c e Felix 
Frankfurter delivered the opinion of the 
Supreme Court. 
This case concerned the refusal of 
cemetery to permit the burial of a Winne­ 
bago Indian under a contract which con­ 
tained the clause, “burial privilege accrue 
only to members of the Caucasian race.’ 
The discussion in this article does n o t 
concern itself with the moral or social cor­ 
rectness of the conduct of the owners of the 
cemetery; it limits itself to the political ef 
fects of the United Nations Charter upon 
the United States. 
The plaintiff raised the issue that the 
action of the cemetery owners was a viola­ 
tion of the Charter of the United Nations. 
Justice Felix Frankfurter said of this: 
. .There was reference in the opin 
ions of the Iowa courts and in the briefs 
of counsel to the United Nations Charter. 
The Iowa courts dismissed summarily the 
claim that some of the general and horta 
tory language of this Treaty, which so far 
as the United States is concerned is itself 
an exercise of the treaty-making power un­ 
der the Constitution, constituted a limita­ 
tion on the rights of the States and of per­ 
sons otherwise reserved to them under the 
Constitution. It is a redundancy to add 
that there is, of course, no basis for any 
inference that the division of this Court re­ 
flected any diversity of opinion on t h i s 
question.” 
The United Nations Charter is a treaty 
between the United States and 59 other na­ 
tions who are members of that body. Under 
our law, a treaty is the law of the land, 
not passed by Congress in the usual man­ 
ner, but negotiated by the Executive, sign­ 
ed by the President and confirmed by two- 
thirds of the Senate present. Such a treaty 
then supersedes any Federal or State laws, 
no matter how ancient. In a California 
case, the Charter was employed to vitiate 
a law which had been in existence for some 
30 years. 
The Charter of the United Nations, as a 
treaty, will continue to be used by lawyers 
for the benefit of their clients, until an 
amendment to the Constitution alters the 
relationship between the Charter and do­ 
mestic law, or the Charter more emphati­ 
cally is made to state that it cannot be ap 
plied to domestic law. The Bricker a n d 
George Amendments are examples of what 
legislators are trying to do about this. 
During my recent visit to England, 
made inquiries concerning this subject and 
found that they operate under a system 
that is something like the Bricker Amend­ 
ment. A treaty with them is not the law of 
the land. If a treaty is to have the effect 
of domestic legislation, Parliament must 
do the legislating. The British Parliament 
has a long tradition, going back to Magna 
Carta (1215), of jealousy over its preroga­ 
tives and suspicion of the Executive. 
Because of historic circumstances, par­ 
ticularly the importation of the Sovereign 
from continental Europe, Parliament ac­ 
tually captured the control of .the Execu­ 
tive, so that every member of the Cabinet 
is first a Member of Parliament. The Sov­ 
ereign does not possess such administra­ 
tive power as the President of the United 
States. The Cabinet is a captive of the Par­ 
liament.

A Normal Child Grows

your youngster’s growth. 
Children, you m ust realize, 
grow in “fits and starts.” Maybe 
little Johnnie won’t seem to grow 
much for quite a while. Then he’ll 
suddenly shoot up like a weed. 
This Is perfectly normal. Don’t 
worry about It*. 
The average baby weighs about 
three times his birth weight at 
the age of one year. Now never 
again will he triple his weight In 
any single year. 


Grow Rapidly 


But there Is a period in the 
lives of both boys and girls in 
which they will grow rapidly In 
both height and weight. This 
adolescent cycle for girls usually 
ranges from the age of 9 to 13. 
For boys the fast growing period 
begins about l l and ends at the 
age of 15. 
Because girls generally begin 
the cycle at an earlier age, they 
frequently are taller than boys of 
the same age in freshman high 
school classes. Along about the 
age of 14, however, the average 
boy will pass the average girl in 
both height and weight. 
Adolescent Cycle 


Following the adolescent cycle, 
growth slows down until adult 
size Is reached. Generally, this Is 
about the age of 18 for girls and 
17 for boys. 
Let me emphasize th a t these 
are only averages. Each child Is

If he 
goes three successive month* 
without gaining, or if he loses 
weight or suddenly begins to gain 
too much, check his health hab­ 
its. Make sure he’s getting enough 
food, sleep and exercise.

Law Against 
Phone Hogs 
In Effect Soon 


A new era in Ohio public safety 
will open June 30, 
according to 
Ralph F. M ateer, W arren, presi­ 
dent of the Ohio Independent Tele­ 
phone Association. T hat’s the day 
the new “ P arty Line Em ergency 
Priority” law takes effect. 
“ We’ve needed this law for many 
years,” M ateer said. “ A great m a­ 
jority of subscribers 
yield 
their 
lines at once when someone has to 
report a fire o r summon em ergency 
m edical aid. Now the public has a 
club against the thoughtless few’ 
who have cost many lives and m il­ 
lions of dollars in property dam ­ 
age.” 
The new law, passed recently 
by the Ohio Legislature, provid­ 
es fines of $50 to $500, jail sen­ 
tences of 30 to 90 days or both 
those who refuse to surrender 
telephone lines in time of emer­ 
gency. It lists similar penalties 
for persons who fake emergenci­ 
es to obtain a line. It was spon­ 
sored by Ohio’s 160 independent 
telephone firms. 
Every telephone company in the 


state will notify its 
subscribers 
about the law, according to M ateer, 
who is general m anager of the W ar­ 
ren 
Telephone 
Company. 
Each 
new directory printed after June 30 
will contain a warning in prom in­ 
ent type. 
In addition, several independent 
com panies have prepared special 
pham phiets on the law for distri­ 
bution with monthly telephone bills.

It takes some wilting of meadow 
crops to get the best silage, Mc­ 
Graw said. Protein level is high­ 
est in early cut meadow crops, but 
moisture is so high that seepage 
juices carry part of the food value 
into the bam lot. 
Wilting silage to about 60 to 70 
percent moisture gives the best 
silage and the lowest loss of feed­ 
ing value. It permits cutting the 
crop when protein level is high­ 
est and reduces seepage. Wilting 
also saves storage space. 
With trench, bunker or stack 
silos farm ers need to put chopped 
crops in at higher moisture levels 
to get packing. Losses from seep­ 
age and spoilage in trench, bunker 
or stack silos may be as high as 
Va to 1/3 o fthe feed value of the 
crop ensiled, however. 
Farmers can check moisture of 
the chopped m e a d o w crop by 
squeezing a handful of the chopped 
material in a closed fist for 30 
seconds. If juice oozes out it is too 
wet.

springs apart it is too dry. 
Meadow crop silage has increas­ 
ed 7 times in Ohio during the last 
ll years until nearly half the sil­ 
age made in Ohio is meadow crop 
silage.

Two coats of metallic zinc paint 
will protect zinc or galvanized 
surfaces from rust for about IO 
years, states C. E. Johnson, agri­ 
cultural engineer at Ohio State 
University. Other pigments may 
be used for the second coat but 
.m ay decrease paint life as much 
as two-thirds. 
Johnson offers a few precau­ 


tions to make painting easier and 
prolong paint life. Metallic zinc 
settles out and is difficult to re­ 
mix so buy fresh metallic zinc 
paint when you ara ready to use 
it. He recommends a paint with 
80 percent 
zinc 
dust 
and 
20 
percent zinc oxide in the pig­ 
ment, ninety percent linseed oil 
and IO percent thinner and dri­ 
er makes a good vehicle. 
New galvanized surfaces should 
be cleaned before painting. Min­ 
eral spirits, turpentine, or about 
six months of weathering will 
clean new surfaces. Contrary to 
popular opinion, vinegar has no 
particular advantage as a clean­ 
er, Johnson says. 
Paint durability decreases with 
the amount of rust on old sur­ 
faces, he adds. A wire brush will 
remove excess and scaling rust 
and heavier costs of paint are 
needed on these areas.

AN OHIO STATE University ex­ 
tension forester, Forest Dean, ur­ 
ges Ohio farm ers to produce and 
m arket meat-type sawlogs as well 
as meat-type hogs. Dean says the 
goal in good tim ber production, as 
with hogs, is faster growth and a 
higher quality product. 
Prime and select logs 
are the 
highest quality. They may sell for 
$40 to $60 more per thousand feet 
than number 2 or number 3 logs. 
Prime and select logs are 90 per­ 
cent clear of knots and defects; and 
they are 16 inches or more in diam­ 
eter inside the bark on the small 
end. 
Number I logs are 75 percent 
clear of defects and at least 14 
inches in diam eter at the small 
end. Number 2 logs are 50 per­ 
cent clear and IO inches in dia­ 
m eter at the small end. 
Number 2 logs are sawed into 
.cross ties, framing lumber and oth­ 
er general rough lumber. Prime 
and select logs are used for veneer 
and furniture, while number I logs 
are used for top quality lumber. 
Farm ers can increase growth 
rate of timber in farm woodlots by 
selective cutting, removing weed 
trees, and protecting the woodlot 
from livestock grazing and fires.
